REMEDY 
FOR 
KICKING 
COW 


Often Tedious and Difficult Task— Ar­ 
rangement That Is Effective, 
Harm less and Simple. 


To cure a kicking cow is often a dif­ 
ficult and tedious task, and, unless 
some method of restraining them from 
kicking is adop ted, more loss than 
p rofit may result through sp ilt milk. 
The p erson milking also runs consider­ 
able risk of injury in tim e form or 
other. 
When the cause of kicking can only 
be assigned to vice or an acquired bad 
habit, the following little arrangement 
will be found useful, and, at the same 
time, simp le, harmless, effective, inex ­ 
p ensive and easily ap p lied: A strap 
about one inch w ide should be buckled 
round each hind leg a little above the 
hock, sufficiently tight to cofnp ress 
the hamstring. 
The animal cannot kick, and if flies 
are troublesome and 
cause 
her to 
switch her tail, the best p lan is to 
either strap it to her leg or secure it 
to one of the strap s with a p iece of 
cord. 
Use the strap s every time the 
animal is milked, and 
after 
three 
w'eeks or so omit, to ascertain whether 
a cure has been effected or not.—Irish 
Farming World.

How to Feed Skim M ilk to Pigs. 
On any farms where p igs are raised 
and skim milk is available it may be 
fed with p rofit in connection with 
grains of various kinds. 
To use the 
skim milk without the grain is not 
getting the best out of it. 
The usual 
p lan of feeding skim milk to 
a p ig 
from two to three months old is to 
make 
a 
mix ture of middlings 
or 
ground corn with five times the quan­ 
tity of skim milk; this ration furnishes 
about the same nutriment that does 
the milk of the sow, and the p igs will 
thrive on it. Some of the p ig raisers 
try a ration consisting of one p art of 
middlings, one p art of oil meal and 
four p arts of ground corn, mix ed with 
water in lieu of skim milk, and find 
It 
fairly satisfactory . 
Considerable care 
must be used in the feeding of y oung 
p igs and it p ay s to arrange a ration 
which, will keep them growing as stur­ 
dily as p ossible. 


Amount of Salt per Cow. 
Cows require from one to eight 
ounces of salt p er day . 
The more 
concentrates "they receive the more 
salt they require. It should be where 
they can have access to it every day . 
According to an ex p eriment made at

ounces p er cow p er day is the aver­ 
age amount required.

Washington, Dec. 5.—In his annual 
report for the fiscal year 1910, the sec­ 
retary of the navy, George von L. Mey 
er, recommends the use of airships 
by the navy and states that platforms 
can conveniently be built on the decks 
of battleships from which aerial craft 
can be started and on which they can 
alight. 
After 
describing 
the 
successful 
flight of Eugene Ely Nov. 14 from the 
deck of the United 
States 
cruiser 
Birmingham in Hampton Roads to a 
point on the Virginia shore Secretary 
Meyer says: 
“This experiment demonstrated the 
conditions governing the location of 
future platforms on shipboard for this 
purpose and showed that they could 
be installed without interfering se­ 
riously with the other features of the 
ship. 
“Landing on or near a ship on re­ 
turning with information after a scout­ 
ing trip appears to be practicable. 
This experiment and the advances 
which have been made in -aviation 
seem to demonstrate that it is des­ 
tined to perform some part in the 
naval warfare of the future. 
It ap­ 
pears likely that this will be limited 
to scouting. 
A scout which is not 
strong enough to pierce the enemy’s 
line can get as near as possible and 
then send an aeroplane thirty or forty 
miles, obtain valuable Information and 
then return to the scout. 
“The department contemplates fur­ 
ther experiments along these lines 
with the belief that it will be neces­ 
sary in 
scouts with one or more aeroplanes to 
increase the distance at which infor­ 
mation can be secured. 
“For the purpose of carrying on such 
experiments the department recom­ 
mends that $25,000 be authorized.’’ 
Mr. Meyer advocates the abandon­ 
ment of several naval stations both in 
this country and among some of our 
insular possessions on the ground in 
some instances that the channel ap­ 
proaches 
are 
inadequate. 
He 
de­ 
scribes in detail the improved meth­ 
ods and organization in the depart­ 
ment and states that a great saving 
will result to t ie government thereby; 
also a coinciuent increase in efficiency. 
The secretary also states:

“The navy department’s estimates 
for the expense of the naval establish­ 
ment for the next fiscal year show a 
saving of about $4,300,000 as compared 
with the amounts appropriated last 
year. 
“Competition in the fleet has been 
encouraged and has resulted in in­ 
creased efficiency in target practice, 
economy in 
coal 
consumption 
and 
economy in the consumption of sup­ 
plies. 
“A new organization of the torpedo 
vessels of the navy, Including subma­ 
rines, has been put into effect with 
marked benefit to the service. 
This 
groups all such vessels in commission 
In the Atlantic into the Atlantic tor­ 
pedo fleet, under the command of a 
single officer experienced In this class 
of work. The Pacific and Asiatic tor­ 
pedo fleet have been similarly con­ 
stituted in those waters. 
“The department has effected a re­ 
organization of the Atlantic fleet with 
a view" to increasing the efficiency of 
the fleet, promoting economy in re­ 
pairs and so regulating the repair pe­ 
riods that the amount of work at the 
several navy yards will be practically 
uniform throughout the year. By July, 
1911, this fleet will contain twenty- 
one battleships and 
four 
armored 
cruisers instead of sixteen battleships, 
its present strength. 
“The inauguration of the steaming 
competitions awakened a lively inter­ 
est in engineering matters throughout 
the service. This irfferest has brought 
about increased efficiency and econo­ 
my of expenditure. 
During the fiscal 
year ending June 30,1910, the horse­ 
power of the machinery of the fleet 
has been increased 16 per cent and 
the cruising speed has been increased 
about 15 per cent, yet the total cost 
of fuel used on vessels of the navy 
has decreased over $2,000,000. 
“The department recommends the 
authorization of the following addi­ 
tions to the naval establishment for 
the coming fiscal year: 
Two battle­ 
ships, two colliers, one gunboat, one 
river 
gunboat, 
two 
seagoing tugs, 
three submarines, one submarine tend­ 
er. 
The department invites attention 
to the fact that it Is more economical 
to build new vessels than to continual­ 
ly repair those which have outlived 
their 
usefulness.

George L. West of Newton Center, 
who was called Sunday afternoon and 
viewed the body. Alfred Farlow, chief 
press agent for the church of which 
Mrs. Eddy was the head, said that it 
was simply a case of old age, but 
after being hectored by the reporters, 
he gave out what the medical exam­ 
iner had pht upon the death certifi­ 
cate. 
These words were: 
"Natural 
causes. 
The contributory cause being 
probably pneumonia.” 
For more than a week Mrs. Eddy 
had been ailing, or, as a Christian 
Scientist would put it, “had been in 
error.” 
Still she w'as up and about, 
taking her daily drives up to Friday, 
when she took to her bed and did not 
leave It again. 
On Thursday she 
transacted some business and went 
out for a short drive. 
The following 
morning she arose at her usual hour, * 
and after busying herself some time 
in her study began to feel so w’eak 
that she went to bed. 
She failed 
steadily, but no practicing physician 
was called In, the members of her 
household, most of whom are Chris­ 
tian Scientists, giving her the regular 
treatment, and Mr. Farlow said that 
Mrs. Eddy brought all her powers to 
bear in an effort to heal herself of the 
“error.” 
The end was a peaceful one, accord­ 
ing to the press agent, and he said 
that Mrs. Eddy retained all her facul­ 
ties up to the last moment. 
He was 
unable to say if the leader had carried 
on any conversation with those about 
her shortly prior to her demise. 
It 
had never occurred to him to ask' t h e , 
members of the household what her 
last w'ords were, but he promised to 
do his utmost to find out and said he 
would let the newspaper men know". 
He evidently failed to secure permis­ 
sion from the high authorities of the 
church to give out any details concern­ 
ing Mrs. Eddy’s last hours or mo­ 
ments, for w-hen he again met the re­ 
porters the only thing he had for them 
was the words upon the death certifi­ 
cate. The undertaker was not allowed 
to say a word except through Mr. 
Farlow. 
Scarcely anything could be 
had as to her last illness, and the 
newfs of Mrs. Eddy’s death was with- | 
held from the public, even from the : 
worshippers 
at 
her 
church,

twelve hours after It occurred.

FEED AND WATER FOR HORSE 


If Given Grain First Liquid W ill Push 
It Out of Stomach Before Prop­ 
erly Digested. 


An imp ortant fact to know in the 
feeding of the horse la that its stom­ 
ach is quite small and that It will 
hold about two gallons. 
If th# horse 
is fed his grain first, then hay and 
then water, the grain will be p ushed 
out of the stomach before It Is digest­ 
ed. 
The best way Is to water first, 
then feed some hay , and then the 
grain. 
In case the horse Is warm It 
would not do to giv e all the water it 
would take, but it should be giv en a 
little 
ev en 
then. 
During 
warm 
weather it would 1>e well If the horse 
was watered in the field at least once 
during the forenoon and In the after­ 
noon. 
A horse will eat too much hay 
If giv en all at once. 
Feed a smaller 
amount of hay at noon. During warm 
weather It p ay s to take at least an 
hour and a half rest at noon and often 
times ev en longer and then working a 
little later in the ev ening. 
In cool 
weather the rest hour need not be 
quite as long.

Be Obtained by Care. 


Do not blame y our p ullets this win­ 
ter when they are not lay ing. 
You 
should hav e known Just which hens 
were furnishing the eggs from which 
the p ullets were hatched; the chances 
on the av erage farm are that the eggs 
from the p oorer lay ers were used jTist 
the same as those from the good lay ­ 
ers. 
Do not set eggs from the whole 
flock; gradually eliminate the drones. 
It is surp rising how large a p rop or­ 
tion of the av erage flock is useless or 
worse than useless; the non-p roducejrs 
are in the way of the workers and p re­ 
v ent them from doing their best. 
Mark or band the first thrifty p ul­ 
lets to begin lay ing this fall. 
During 
the early winter carefully note their 
p erformance, and from these banded 
hens and p ullets make up y our nex t 
y ear’s breeding p en. 
You will be sur­ 
p rised at the Increased v igor and p ro­ 
ductiv eness of y our flock. 
If y our 
hens are not resp ohding to good treat­ 
ment with a good av erage egg y ield, 
try Increasing that av erage by cutting 
out the non-p roducers. 
A well-bred, 
well-housed, well-fed, and well-cared 
for hen will lay 60 eggs during the 
three sp ring months, enough to p ay 
her board for the entire y ear. 
Culling, selection, elimination, kep t 
constantly in mind, and continually 
p ractised, will mean healthier 
fowls, 
earlier p ullets, and eggs when then 
are most wanted.

ready mo n ey than he p o ssessed, an d, 
lo o kin g abo u t fo r a man who had it 
an d was willin g to len d it, he came 
acro ss the late Chau n cey Go o drich, a 
well-kn o wn Co n n ecticu t clo ckmaker, 
who se father had been a clo ckmaker 
befo re him—who had, in fact, in v en t­ 
ed the famo u s Co n n ecticu t clo ck, so 
called. 
To Mr. Go o drich Mr. Barn u m 
gav e a series o f deman d n o tes to se­ 
cu re the lo an . 
As time wen t o n it became kn o wn , 
so meho w, that Mr. Barn u m had n ego ­ 
tiated a lo an o f Mr. Go o drich an d had 
giv en n o tes fo r it.

cents a day for each inmate.

ing cost 2 cents and ordinary repairs 
8 cents. 
For office expenses, domes­ 
tic and outdoor departments, of which 
the largest single expenditure was for 
fuel and lights, 13 cents was expended 
each day. 
During the fiscal year Indiana ex­ 
pended $1.991.005.27 for the mainten­ 
ance and repair of the sixteen state 
institutions. 
The average annual cost 
per capita for the year just closed 
was $189.19. 
Compared with the pre- 
Î ceding year there was an increase of 
$58,623.94 in the total cost of main­ 
tenance and repair, or an increase of 
$6.60 per captita. 
The average daily 
population of the sixteen state institu­ 
tions was 10,523.
